The need has been felt and discussed by a score of under- 
graduate generations. For the past quarter <>f a century >t 

has been annually stated 111 the University Calendar that 
student residences were to be erected in the very near future. 
If this much repeated promise is being made in all sincerity, 
we feel lh.it ;t is BOW high time Uiat some steps should be 
taken in the matter. Th2 benefits which would accrue from 
such un addition t.. the life >: the University cannot be 
overestimated. It is our opinion, however, that the erection 
of dormitories would provide an even more eHçctlve remedy 
t.. .. crying need, while the combined influence of the stu 
dent press and residence ilfe should solve the problem of 
unification one" and for all.

Any person wtio is the sole bead of 
a family, or any male over 18 ye..rs 
old, may homestead a .matter sec- 
tion of avail aid,' Dominion loud ' a 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta 
The applicant must appear in perso 
at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Pub-agency for the district. Entry 
by proxy may be made at any agen- 
cy; on cert.,. in conditions by f ithrr, 
mother, son, dnugtatcr, brother or 
sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties. -Sis months' residence upon 
■and cultivation Of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of bis home- 
stead on a farm of at lensl Si acres 
solely owned nnd occupied by him or 
by his father, mother, son, .daughter, 
brother or sister, 

In certain districts a homesteader 
In good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along sld, his home- 
stead. Price ""J3.00 per acre, 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
"his homestead ricrht nnd cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emp ion may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis 
tricts. Price $3. no per acre. Duties. 
— Must, reside six months ; n each of 
three years, cultivate fifty nens and 
erect a house worth J3U0.00.

Recommends Better Rules 
lor Intercollegiate 

In view of the (act that a number 
of the decisions in the wrestling bouts 
I the Intercollegiate. Championships 
have aroused unfavourable comment, 
Mr. Smith's impressions of the meet 
will ho of peculiar Interest, to all. Mr. 
Smith is probably in as good a posi- 
tion as nnyone tn pass judgment on 
the various bouts, since he linn con 
siderable inside knowledge of the 
wrestling game and was in a favour- 
able position to see everything that 
went on during the competitions. 

"Now that one of the most success- 
ful Intercollegiate Roxing and Wrest- 
ling Championships on record is over 
it strikes older un i more experienced 
heads that while the meet lias been 
successful in most ways, one thine 



stood out very prominently namely, 
the fact that while the boxing rules 
are very definite, those that govern 
wrestling are decidedly the reverse. 
Consequently, I think that it is up 
to McGill to take the initiative and 
to frame a new set of rules irrespec- 
tive of those now in force an. I so to 
avoid nil possible cnancr of a recur- 
rence of a few of the unpleasant lit- 
tle incidents that occurred and wii! 
occur again until this is ihn\ It is 
nn a. isolate necessity to htlVe a defi- 
nite size of ipat as woli as a limited 
time for bouts; also not to le \v 
too much to the discretion of tin 
referee.

In this tremendous fabric, the Stu- 
dent Y. M. C. A. is the magazine of 
energy, brains and spiritual zeal in 
their purest, most concentrated form. 
It deals With the priuiest virility of 
nations in the lump. This is not say- 
ing that there is no slag in univer- 
sity men— there is much, but the ores 
arc richer and the gold finer than In 
any other mines, no matter where ; 
and the Student Y. M. C. A. is the 
main spiritual agency at work there. 

This work has peculiar significance, 
demands and hope. The demands are 
tremendous, because the rewards are 
so extraordinarily rare In quality. 
The student has to deal with new 
temptations of appalling strength 
and persistence, sometimes from a 
dangerous curiosity to "know real 
life", sometimes from the disturbing 
effect of fresh ideas upon his accept- 
ed beliefs— from whatever source, they 
arc numerous and potent.

aims, in fine, to give the student the 
opportunity of taking special courses 
in the art or living, In which be is, 
naturally, a keen and apt pupil. 

An intelligent idea of the scope and 



appeal of the Y. M. C, A. work in 
McGill may be got by considering the 
various committees, with their res-' 
pective functions, one by one; Bible 
Study— here McGill bins, for in other 
establishments of its kind and size, 
the Bible is studied with avidity, an 1 
acknowledged chief of all books; Re- 
ligious Meetings— and here again Mc- 
Gill students have failed to appre- 
ciate the opportunities ottered them, 
for thoiigh speakers of the very high- 
est order were procured, and subject- 
matter of the most vital interest to ' 
students was bundled, the Sunday: 
afternoon meetings were discontinued 
early in the year because of scant 
attendance; Missionary — McGill's 
actual contribution in men to the 
most gigantic of present day under- 
takings—the Christianizing of heath- 
en nations; Mission Study— where Wo, 
the .spectators, learn something of 
the sotting and characters of the 
world drama <>f misslonnry effort 
now in progross; Industrial and So- 
cial Service— bow many McGill men 
know thai groups Ol foreigners in dif- 
ferent parts or Montreal are being 
taught English (as a prolttdo to Ca- 
nadian citizenship) by some of their 
fellow students V New Student :, So- 
cial* House, Reading Room, etc. ; 
e' malice -all offering in d Iff .'rent forms 
the most valuable, practical experi- 
ence with individuals, problems, and 
resupn jbli'itlos. 

Every year the spill of Northfield 
draws a delegation from McGiil to 
ils ten days' Student Conference. 
Those who go never com" hack exact- 
ly the same, can never forget that 
rich and varied experience. The magic, 
of the place itself— stately buildings, 
slopes of green flush, woods and bills 
and river in summer magnificence— 
: has a haunting sweetness from which 
one never escapes. Then also the As- 
sociatlon with the hundreds of stu- 
dents who congregate there from 
many colleges, the inspiration of the 
words of men who are princes among 
men, the ImprossivcnoEs, solemnity, 
bounty and stimulus of each and 
every constituent part of that ton 
days' Conference, combine to send 
each delegate back to his home with 
freshened ardor, keener vision, high- 
er ideals, and mnrvcllous memories. 
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LOCAL PHILOSOPHERS 
CALMLY PROPOUND 
TELEOLOCICAL ISSUE 



Modern Science Submitted to 
Philosophical Analysis- 
Original Theories 



At a recent meeting ol the Philoso- 
phical Society, a paper was present- 
ed by Mr. D. S. Robinson on the 
subject "Teleology and Modern Sci- 
ence." 

The main points brought out by 
the speaker were as follows: 

The iden of "teleology" alludes to 
the possible and general drift or ten- 
dency of inorganic, organic, and con- 
scious existences toward an end or 
goal. It is closely related in modern 
thought to the ideas of 'purpose', 
and 'design' nnd 'will,' and 'motive' 
thus implying the operation of 'law,' 
of human or ultra human origin. 

The problem of Teleology and Mod- 
ern Science, is the problem of the ap- 
plication of these various ideas as 
as concepts in the realm of science. 
The Biipiener questions there arc, to 
what extent arc they useful or neces- 
sary ? To what extent do they re- 
ceive the support of science ? What 
scientific justification have we for 
applying these concepts to cosmic, 
biological and social phenomena ? 

In answering these questions the 
speaker concluded along with the 
various authorities quoted that: 

(1) Design in nature is more a 
problem for science than a principle 
of science. * 

(2) Design has been and is a some- 
what useful assumption of science ; 
but like all assumptions It is not in- 
fallible. It becomes a dangerous 
hypothesis if the scientist ignores 
facts of experience for the sake of 
bis theory of design. 

(3) Philosophy in the meantime al- 
lows the scientist to use the concept 
as a working hypothesis, but re- 
serves the right to judge of the val- 
idity of any so called "scientific con- 
clusions," opistomologicnlly, before 
accepting them as truth. 

(4) The facts of social experience, 
biology nnd physics do not justify 
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any unconditional application of "dc- 
stgn" and "purpose" as principles 
anywhere. 'Happiness,' 'Pleasure,' 
'Prudence,' 'Power,' when worked out 
in human experience yield a conflict- 
ing result— not a perfect and uni- 
form satisfaction to the teleologist. 
And when in organic life the biologist 
or naturalist takes things as he finds 
them, "supreme purpose," "design," 
1 fit the facts only partially, and that 
■ as conceived from the human and 
therefore relative point of view. 

Having quoted Kant, Richl, Brad-' 
ley, Pearson, Ward, Bergson, Wat- 
son, Janet, Burnett, and others in 
support of the above point of view,' 
the speaker concluded that in view 
of the. subjective elements involved in 
theories of "Design," "Purpose," 
"Teleology," their application in the 
realm of science is necessarily limit- 
ed. However, the same might be sa'id 
although of course to a less degree, 
with reference to "Causation," 'law' 
and 'nature.' All of those are rela- 
tive terms tending towards the satis- 
faction of practical reason, to a 
greater extent than that of theoreti- 
cal philosophy. 

Therefore the use of the idea of 
teleology mny and docs continue in 
science, not as a law or principle, 
but as an assumption— or working 
hypothesis; and philosophy is asked 
to decide with reference to the truth 
or falsity of scientific results thus 
obtained. 

During the discussion which follow- 
ed, the results of the paper were up- 
held, and it was further concluded 
that; 

(1) It is not unqualifiedly necessary 
in science to suppose a universal pur- 
pose. 

(2) No one is prepared to prove the 
so called fact of cosmic purpose. 

(3) Tclcological trend of all things 
as humanly conceived may not be 
identical with that of reality. 

(4) The world may be working to- 
ward a final end involving the per- 
fection of social and organic exist- 
ence and even that of the Deity.

The new provost of Pennsylvania, 
Prof. Edgar F. Smith, made nn in- 
auspicious beginning by assailing tho 
gilded butterflies who flit through 
college. How can be hope to he a 
popular president if he insists that 
a university is not the place to idle 
genteely for four years ? He actually 
asserted that "no loafers should be 
permitted to come to any college." 
Even more tactless were his re- 
marks that "too many come to col- 
lege just for the social life and ath- 
letics, or because their fathers are 
members of the alumni, or because 
their mothers realize the advantages 
socially of a college degree: a racial 
reform in our colleges is needed." 
Evidently this provost is a progres- 
sive, not to say an Anarchist. To at- 
tack the social value of our colleges 
is to undermine the fundamentals of 
our academic world. What will be- 
come of our higher institutions of 
learning, if it should become popular 
to think of them as something else 
thnn places to put a polish on young 
gentlemen or to afford athletes an 
opportunity for distinction ? The 
athletic craze, Provost Smith also 
attacks, and then, like that old fogy, 
ex-President Eliot, he pretends to be- 
lieve that hard, intellectual work is 
not only the duty of every college 
man. but one of the keen, durable 
satisfactions of life. It is surely high- 
ly reprehensible of him to declare: 

"Hundreds of young men nre ruined 
annually by four years of dallying at 
college. These loafers come to col- 
lege, work several hours a day, write 
home nnd tell their parents of how 
they are working, and then in some 
manner manage to slip through and 
graduate. But the dallying habits 
formed in their college years cling 
to them nnd they dally through life 
nnd accomplish little."
